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Dorsey Trailers to resume production May 14 


Dorsey Trailers President Marilyn 
Marks said Tuesday afternoon from 
Atlanta that production will resume 
at the Elba trailer plant on May 14th. 
This committment was made after 
she had received a verbal approval 
of the SBA disaster loan the compa- 
ny had applied for following the 
March 17th flood. 

On the May 14th date, the fabri- 
cation department will begin work. 
Sub assembly workers will resume 
work two weeks later and finished 
trailers will begin rolling off the line 
by June Ist. All workers should be 
back on the job by that time, accord- 


— 


ing to Marks. 

A verbal approval of the physical 
property damage loan was received 
Tuesday of this week from the Small 
Business Administration's Washing- 
ton office. 

Several company officials were in 
Washington on Monday explaining 
to SBA officials how the loan could 
be repaid. They detailed the labor 
concessions and other cost cutting 
measures that are in place and ready 
to produce trailers in a very compe- 
tative market, 

This loan doesn't include working 
capital but company officials will 


continue working with various agen- 
cies in Alabama and Washington to 
secure this operating money. 

“The prospect of the SBA loan re- 
ceiving final approval looks very 
good right now,”. Marks said. “We 
will begin working with the Atlanta 
office of the SBA _ beginning 
Wednesday (yesterday) to complete 
the paperwork for the loan.” 

The terms and the total amount of 
the loan have not been set at this 
time, she explained, because Dorsey 
management still doesn't know the 
full amount of the loss themselves.

Ronald Smith, Director of Coffee 
County Department of Human Re- 
sources, reports that his department 
is making great strides in getting 
back to normal. 

The. department is temporarily 
headquartered in Enterprise until a 
decision can be made on a perma- 
nent location. 

Smith Stated that reproduction of 
service records has been completed 
and work has begun on copying 
child support and PA records. 

The clerical unit has been busy 
recovering and salvaging financial 
and personnel records. Also, the re- 
stocking of necessary forms and sup- 

lies is being taken care of inorder 
or the agency to continue its work. 

Back in full operation is the food 
stamp program. Deborah Jones, Su- 
pervisor, reported that a total of 
$164,216 in food stamps was distrib-

Jones reported that all stamps 
damaged in the Elba Flood were re- 
covered, audited and destroyed by 
the her department. The amount of 
stamps destroyed totalled 
$542,000.00. 

The Child Support & Eligibility 
Units reported that approximately 
70% of their conversion forms dam- 
aged by the flood weré recovered 
through diligent work by Nelda 
Coleman and Kaye Dubisar. These 
forms were being readied for trans- 
fer to Montgomery when the flood 
happened. 

Dianne Parker, Supervisor, stated 
that the reconstruction of the mas- 
sive volumes of child support 
records will be a monumental task. 

The Elba flood was the top priori- 
ty of the Service Unit reported Glen- 
da Snipes, supervisor. Every staff 
member gave of themselves far be- 
yond "the call of duty" and normal 
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presented the American Flag which flew over the Elba Courthouse during 
the March 17 flood to Coffee County's Probate Judge Marion Brunson. 
Brunson stated that the flag will be preserved and placed on display in the 
Elba Courthouse after its restoration for all future generations to see.

Members of the unit worked un- 
ceasingly to assist flood victims with 
food, shelter, medicine, clothing, 
bedding, and other emergency needs. 

From the onset of the crisis, staff 
members were busy re-establishing 
the office to prevent services from 
being interrupted. 

The DHR has a tremendous task 
before it to reconstruct its offices 
and to obtain the operating efficien- 
cy that it had prior to the flood, but 
the members of the department have 
committed to do so with enthusiasm 
and dedication.

They promised to now 
concentrate all their efforts on 
helping the others who suffered 
losses in the March 17th flood.

They have 
shown to be able to look at the big 
picture and realize the impact on 
Dorsey Trailers and the Elba com- 
munity as a whole,” Mrs. Marks stat- 
ed.

cially liked the pool. Swimming in 
the afternoons was something we all 
could not wait for! 

However, there was one thing 
about swimming no one really liked, 
but we soon saw the need for it - a 
"buddy system." 

As you came to the pool you were 
assigned another boy as your buddy 
at the pool. He could be from your 
own church or someone you had 
never met before. It was primarily 
for safety reasons. A "buddy check" 
would be called and you had to find 
your buddy and raise hands to be ac- 
counted for by the lifeguard. It was 
awkward at first, but sometimes you 
got to meet new friends and it was a 
proven safety guard in the pool. 

The idea of the "buddy system" 
was to assure that life was still in a 
person at any time during the swim- 
ming period. 

This is how I believe it should be 
in our churches - especially with 
new Christians. They could use one 
person, maybe the person who 
shared with them about Jesus Christ, 
to keep up with them and lead them 
in the Christian life personally. - 

In Acts 9:26-31 Paul was convert- 
ed to the Christian faith; if anyone 
ever needed a buddy in the Christian 
life it was Paul! You see, Paul had 
been a persecutor of the church; he 
had watched people be killed for 
Christ, and ordered many to prison. 
Who would believe that this persecu- 
tor was now on their side! 

The answer was - not many; real- 
ly, only one to start with - Barnabas. 
We will see in some other passages 
that Barnabas always believed in 
Paul and truly was a buddy for him 
in his newfound Christian faith. 

As we look at the life of Barna- 
bas, we see some qualities that any- 
one would need to be a Christian

sold. Along with this he was recog- 
nized to be a "son of encourage- 
ment.” That title meant he encour- 
aged other people, built them up, 
instead of worrying about himself. 


2. A Christian buddy believes in 
and can relate another's testimo- 
ny. Acts 9:26-27. Somehow Bama- 
bas decided not to be like everyone 
else and be suspicious of Paul. But 
rather he did not hold his past 
against him. He believed Paul's testi- 
mony and confirmed it to others, 

3. A Christian buddy seeks out 
his friend for a task he ts qualified 
for, Acts 11:19-30. Barnabas had 
begun to pastor a new church. He 
suddenly was swamped with work 
and needed an assistant. He chose 
Paul, for he knew his qualities and 
he also knew he needed some practi- 
cal experience at being a Christian 
teacher. 

4. A Christian buddy allows his 
friend to surpass him in leadership 
if need be, Acts 14:1, Always be- 
fore this passage, if Paul and Bamna- 
bas were to go out, Bamabas' name 
always read first. From here on in 
the book of Acts Paul takes the spot- 
light and Barnabas is hardly ever 
mentioned. He seemed not to care if 
his new friend took the lead - - in 
fact he was probably delighted. 

5. A Christian buddy is also ca- 
pable at failing in his Christian 
walk. Gal. 2:11-13. Here Paul 
writes of a time when Barnabas, as 
accepting as he was, failed to asso- 
ciate with some new Christians be- 
cause of their not being Jewish. Here 
Paul seemed shocked! But we need 
to remember that even Christian 
buddies are human and are capable 
of sinning. 

So, this week, if you are a Chris- 
lian, go out and try to find someone 
you can be a friend to and support 
them in either becoming a Christian 
or growing in the Christian life. And 
remember, you need to keep those 
buddies always in contact in case 
they need you or you need them!

1, I, The majority of normal, healthy people will experi- 
ence some of the traumatic stress reactions. For most people the problems subside with 
time and no formal counseling. 


2. Give \ it. Talking about your experience is a necessary 
part of a normal recovery. “Unreasonable” feelings of guilt, fear or anger get better when 
you admit them to ycurself and others. You choose the time and the people. Family and 
friends may be the best people to talk to since they share many of your feelings.3. Give 
! i iti i al, Be accepting of the feelings your chil- 
dren express even if the feelings are not the ones you expect. Encourage your children to 
ask questions and answer them as honestly as you can. Reassure your children that you 
will look after their safety. 


4. Resume normal activities as soon as possible. Keep involved in normal school, work, 
leisure and social activities. 


5. Be tolerant of yourself and family. Fearfulness, irritability, mood swings and poor con 
centration can be expected and can be quite frustrating 


6. / ing. Recover from trau- 
matic stress takes time and everyone recovers at their own rate. Although your memories 
will not completely leave, you will feel better if you give yourself a chance to heal. 


7. . Prescription medication 
might be helpful getting through the worst times early in your recovery. 


8. ive. Survivors of disasters and near 
death experiences sometimes report that their pain helps them to come to a new view of 
life and better relationships with others involved, Allow yourself to look ahead as well as 
back. 


9. Expect the stress to effect you and your family Don't be “noble” and pretend you're 
okay when you are not. That will make things worse.

. Getting counseling after a disaster is not admitting to 


weakness or illness. Counseling is usually short term and focuses on helping you get on 
track and avoid the pitfalls that are hard to see by yourself.

STATE DHR TO BUILD NEW BUILDING 
eet eines 


Commission agrees to relocate DHR to Enterprise 


In a meeting that continued from 
an adjournment two weeks ago, the 
Coffee County Commission voted to 
deed lane adjacent to the new health 
facility in Enterprise to the Depart- 
ment of Human Resources. 

Appearing before the commission 
on the behalf of the State Commis- 
sioner of Human Resources, Andrew 
Hornsby, were Bill Barnes and San- 
dra Porter. They informed the com- 
mission that the State DHR would 
build a new building at no expense 
to the county if they would agree to 
the site in Enterprise. 

Barnes stated that approximately 
75-80% of the county's DHR clients 
were located in the Enterprise area; 
therefore, it would be more feasible 
to build a new facility in Enterprise 
rather than back in Elba. 

Commission Chairman Eagerton 
told the body that FEMA would allo- 
cate funds toward a new building in 
the amount of 80% of the DSR (Dis- 
aster Survey Report). 

It was estimated that that figure 
could be in the neighborhood of 
$85,000 depending on the final DSR 
figure. 

When asked what size the build- 
ing would be, Barnes responded, 
“Approximately 12,000 square feet.” 

Eagerton stated that he was cer- 
tainly in favor of a new facility com- 
bining all the different agencies 
within DHR. 

Commissioner Jim Dubose 
voiced his opposition, not to the 
building of a new facility, but to the 
moving of DHR to Enterprise. 

He stated that, “Logically, it's the 
thing to do, but we are dealing with 
a Situation that transcends logic. Ata 


time when Elba is struggling to sur- 
vive and comeback from the flood, 
we are nailing one more nail in the 
coffin! I'd much rather see it (DHR) 
remain in Elba instead of relocat- 
ing. 

Dubose asked Barnes that they re- 
consider and build on available prop- 
erty in Elba. 

He, Dubose, stated that he was 
thinking of Coffee County, not just 
Elba. “If Elba ceases to prosper and 
thrive, it will effect all Coffee 
County and not just Elba, "he said. 

Commission Robert Stephen's 
question, "Would the DHR accept a 
free building in Elba?", didn't get 
much response from the body. 

Chairman Bill Eagerton made the 
motion that the county deed the land 
adjourning the health department to 
DHR so that an architect can be ob- 
tained and construction can begin at 
the earliest date. 

Eagerton stated, "That after stud- 
ying all the facts , I feel that this is 
what's best for Coffee County in the 
long run. I certainly don't want to do 
anything to hurt Elba - that's not my 
intentions. 

Voting for the motion were: Com- 
missioners Sid Averett, Damascus 
Crittenden, Eugene Bradley, Bill 
Faulk and Billy Eagerton. Voting 
against were: Jim Dubose and Rob- 
ert Stephens. 

John Bnm, county computer pro- 
grammer, informed the commission 
that the new IBM Risk 6000 that the 
county voted to purchase at the last 
meeting will not be delivered until 
September. 

The commission was told that 
there was a legal problem with the 


Councilman Britt Lee resigns from New 
Brockton City Council effective May 15th 


New Brockton City Councilman 
Britt Lee resigned as councilman at 
Monday night's regular council 
meeting. 

Lee was elected to the council in 
the last city election and has served 
as councilman for the past eighteen 
months, 

In a prepared statement of resig- 
nation, Councilman Lee expressed to 
the council his appreciation for the 
inanner inwhich they have worked 
with him in getting things done for 
the people of New Brockton. 

He said even though things have 
not always gone smoothly, that he 
appreciated the way the council con- 
tinued working trying to solve city 
problems. 


Lee told the council that his rea- 
son for resigning was due to the op- 
portunity for advancement that had 
offered to him in his job. 

The federal government has of- 
fered him a promotion which will re- 
quire his leaving New Brockton for a 
period of time and going to Germa- 
ny. 

"I've learned to love the town of 
New Brockton and the people of 
New Brockton," Lee said. "There's a 
special people in New Brockton!" 

Lee told the other councilmen and 
Mayor that he would continue to be 
interested in New Brockton and its 
endeavors. "I'll be very much in- 
volved in city government when I re- 
turn,” Lee said.

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county accepting a “loaner unit" un- 
til the new unit arrives; therefore, 
Commission Chairman Eagerton rec- 
ommended to them that a less expen- 
sive computer be purchased at a cost 
of $10,000. This will allow the 
county to continue to update the 
present system without any interrup- 
tion, 

IBM will buy back this unit at 
80% of the purchase price when the 
6000 is delivered in September. 

Eagerton told the commission 
that he had been told that FEMA 
would most likely pay 85% of the 
county's portion of the remaining 
20%. 

The commission agreed to buy 
the unit. 

County Engineer Mark Pool re- 
viewed the county road condition 
with the commission. Fourteen of 
the county's roads remain closed at 
this time. 

Commissioner Dubose stated that 
he wanted to go on record as to re- 
questing that priority be given to the 
repairing or rebuilding of County 
Roads 19, 20 and 62. These roads 
were heavily damaged during the re- 
pair of the Elba levee due to the fact 
that the Army Corps of Engineers 
was hauling clay over these roads. 

Commissioner Robert Stephens 
asked that the board of registrars 
provide a time and place in Elba for 
voters to re-identify. 

The commission agreed and Ea- 
gertin asked that Stephens get with 
the board of registrars on arranging 
for that to be done. 

In other business matters resolved 
by the commission included the fol- 
lowing: 


Lee's resignation becomes effec- 
tive May 15, 1990. 
Mayor Jim Driskell informed the 


council that the city's insurance cov- 
ered expires May 30 and that some 
action will have to be taken prior to 
that date. 

He stated that a proposal for insu- 
rance coverage would be presented 
to the city from the League of Mu: 
nicipalities by May 15, 

John Witherington of Cox & As- 
sociates Insurance from Troy pre- 
sented an insurance proposal to the 
council for their consideration in 
Monday evening's meeting. 

The insurance program presented 
to the council by Mr. Witherington 
was equal to or better than the city's 


j present coverage. 


Additional coverage offered in 


© Witheringion's proposal, presently 


not in the city's plan, was public offi- 
cers liability, errors and omission 
and law enforcement personne! lia- 
bility, error and omission coverage. 

The increase to the city would be 
only $192 annually more than is 
presently being paid. 

If the above liability coverage is 
omitted, there would be a $3355.00 
savings to the city over the present 
plan. 
The council asked that they be al- 
lowed to study the proposal along 
with the League's and make a deci- 
sion at the next council meeting. 

Lenwood Herron, administrator 
for Southern Research Center Incor- 
porated, presented the council an ap- 
plication to ADECA (Alabama De- 
partment of Economic and 
Community Affairs) for a grant to be 
used in preparing a Comprehensive 
Plan on land development within the 
city. 

The grant will provide funds to 
prepare a plan to develop regula- 
tions, zoning ordinances, etc in con- 
nection with land development. 

The council voted to give Mayor 
Driskell authorization to sign the ap- 
plication and for the city to pay for 
the study preparation. These funds 
will be reimbursed once the grant is 
approved. 

City Attomey Kenneth Fuller's 
letter of resignation was read and ac- 
cepted by the council; also, Joe Saw- 
yer was hired as the city attorney re- 
placing Fuller. 

Sawyer, who was in attendance at 
the meeting, told the council that he 
was looking forward to serving the 
City of New Brockton. Mr. Sawyer 
is originally from New Brockton.

Flood prevention study 
on Pea River by Feds 


United States Senator Richard 
Shelby was in formed May 2 by Sen- 
ator Quentin Burdick, Chairman of 
the Committee on Environment and 
Public Works, that the full Commit- 
tee had approved a resolution sub- 
mitted by Senator Shelby for consid- 
eration that authorizes the Corps of 
Engineers to conduct a study of 
flood control problems and other re- 
lated water resources issues in the 
Pea River Basin, Alabama. 

When funds are appropriated, the 
first year of the study, known as the 
reconnaissance stage, will be accom- 
plished at full federal expense. Fur- 
ther study leading to the preparation 
of a feasibility report and approval 
by the Chief Engineers for project 
construction would be cost shared 
50/S0 with local sponsors. 

On March 26, 1990, Senator Shel- 
by and Senator Howell Helfin met in 
Senator Shelby's office with Robert 
Page, Assistant Secretary of the 
Army Corps of Engineers for Civil 
Works, and Dan A. Mauldin, Deputy 
Director of Civil Works, U. S. Army 
Corps of Engineers, to discuss 
whether or not a watershed on the 
upper Pea River would have prevent- 
ed the deadly flooding that devastat- 
ed southeast Alabama in March. 
Both Corps of Engineers officials in- 
dicated that only a preliminary study 
had been completed regarding the 
watershed issue, Further, the Corps 
officials indicated that the initial re- 
sults of the study were inconclusive 
as to whether or not a dam located 
near Ariton on the Pea River would 
have prevented the devastation to 
southeast Alabama from recent 
flooding. 

At the meeting, Senators Shelby 
and Heflin requested that stress 
points at the levees at Elba and Ge- 


neva be evaluated and strengthened. 
Secretary Page told the senators that 
the Corps of Engineers must receive 
authorization to undertake a detailed 
study to determine the feasibility of 
such improvements. By obtaining 
the Environment and Public Works 
Committee's assurance that a Com- 
mittee Resolution authorizing funds 
for the study has been improved, 
Senator Shelby has initiated a legis- 
lation response to this problem. 

"If the devastating flood of last 
March is any indication of what can 
happen in the future, it is imperative 
that we insure the safety of the lev- 
ees, The time has come to seriously 
consider improved flood prevention 
measures," commented Senator 
Shelby.
